To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton 
and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, Tuesday the eighth day of March, 1977 A.D. at 7:30 P.M. to 
act on the SEO subjects: 


Article 1. To aikée a Town Clerk, a Selectman for a term of three years, 
a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public 
Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, a member of the 
Board of Adjustment for a term of one year, a member of the Board of 
Adjustment for a term of two years, a member of the Board of Adjustment 
for a term of five years, and three persons for a term of one year each to 
act as appointing authority to appoint temporary members to the Board 
of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resignation, death, or absence 
of any permanent member or members, and a Trustee of the Trust Funds 
for a term of three years. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to approve the following salary 
schedule changes: Town Clerk - $800.00, Tax Collector - $1000.00. 


Article 3. To see ifthe Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $7000.00 
for the Fire Department Equipment Reserve Fund, the sum of $6500.00 
for the Highway Department Equipment Reserve Fund, the sum of 
$2500.00 for the Police Department Equipment Reserve Fund. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of fifty-nine thousand ($59,000.00) dollars for the purpose of purchasing 
and equipping a new fire truck and to further authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to withdraw eleven thousand ($11,000.00) dollars from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972, as ammended by the Second Session 
of the 94th Congress, and to authorize the withdrawal of twenty-one 
thousand ($21,000.00) dollars from the Fire Department Equipment 
Reserve Fund and to apply an amount not to exceed ten thousand 
($10,000.00) dollars from surplus funds, and to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow on the credit of the Town the balance of the sum of money so 
raised and appropriated for this purpose, and to authorize the issue of 
serial notes or bonds of the Town under and in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act or any other enabling authority, 
delegating to the Board of Selectmen the discretion of fixing the date, 
maturities, denominations, the interest rate, or discount rate in the case 
of notes, the place of payment, the form and other details of said bonds 
or notes, and of providing for the sale thereof: and to see if the Town will 
pe to accept any State or Federal monies available toward the purchase 
of same. 


Article 5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the 


following budget:

Article 6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of eleven 
thousand two hundred ($11,200.00) dollars for the purchase of a new 
highway truck and authorize the withdrawal of that amount from the 
Highway Department Equipment Reserve Fund. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of one 
thousand ($1,000.00) dollars for the purchase of equipment for the Police 
Department and authorize the withdrawal of that amount from the Police 
Department Equipment Reserve Fund. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to pay 
two hundred seventy ($270.00) dollars to the White Mountains Region 


Association as the Town’s 1977 quota. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the action taken at its 
annual meeting on March 12, 1963 which discontinued as an open highway 
the Crane Hill Road from the residence of Alva Russell to the residence 
of Joseph Cushing and made the road subject to gates and bars. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to expend 
funds up to $2,666.30, remaining from the special appropriation under 
Article 15 of the Warrant of the March 5, 1974 Town Meeting (Expense 
of the Refuse Disposal Planning Committee) for the purpose of closing 
the current Sugar Hill Dump in a safe and sanitary manner. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to grant Site Plan Review au- 
thority to the Sugar Hill Planning Board in accordance with N.H.R.S.A. 
36-19A. This will provide the Town with an opportunity to review and 
approve or disapprove for non-residential development. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
execute boundary line agreements on behalf of the Town with regard to 
the Meeting House property with abutting property owners Preston and 
Julia Cyrs and Donald and Gladys Jesseman. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, contract for and accept aid from the government of the United 
States and the government of New Hampshire and to authorize the 
Selectmen to spend such funds. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of one percent 
(1%) to be made to those persons or corporations who shall pay taxes 
within a period of time three (8) weeks from the date of the tax bill. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Moderator to 
appoint such committees as seem necessary. 


Article 17. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


In the last paragraph of our message in the 1975 report we suggested 
that you mark down the date of July 17, 1976 and save it for it was to be 
Sugar Hill’s Bicentennial Celebration day. That was some birthday party. 
It furnished most of us with memories which will last a lifetime. The 
very colorful parade was the best ever, the Museum dedication ceremony 
was perfection itself, the closing barbecue was great. We would like to 
thank all who participated and helped to make it such a nice day. 


Virgil and Shirley Coffin deserve particular thanks as overall chairmen. 
Thanks to “Vince” and Jane Vincent and crew for their huge effort in 
getting the museum finished on time and arranging the dedication cere- 
monies. The “Sugar Hill Independent Howitzer Company”, who inci- 
dently carried Sugar Hill’s flag in 22 parades and functions, for their 
colorful and “noisy” participation. The New Chester Fife and Drum Corp 
for providing us with thrilling authentic music all day and Dot MacEwan 
and crew for the barbecue. Betty Monahan and Elinor Lynn for putting 
on a great Antique show. Many others should be thanked as well but 
will have to be satisfied with the fact that we love you all. 


The Crane Hill Road Bridge turned out much better than we expected. 
To our very great surprise the winning bid was about one half of the sum 
that the state Highway Engineers had estimated. Consequently, to 
finish paying for it, we only have to raise a small sum to go with the 
unexpended balance of last year’s appropriation. In our estimation the 
contractor did a good job and the engineers tell us that we should not 
have to do anything more to the bridge for 15 to 20 years. In connection 
with this we are asking the town to recind the vote which closed the 
Crane Hill road subject to gates and bars so that we may proceed gradu- 
ally to reopen the road. 


We think the town did the right thing in placing the sums of money 
suggested in the various equipment reserve funds and hope that this 
will be continued at the same level. We feel that if this is done we will 
not find it necessary to raise extra money for equipment for some time. 


We are pleased to be able to report that at long last we have come up 
with what seems to us to be a reasonable solution to our solid waste 
disposal problem. The problem was made much more acute in 1976 by a 
“Cease and Desist” order given to us by the N.H. Air Pollution people, 
effective 1 July, 1977. 


Following quite a number of exploratory meetings with the Boards of 
Selectmen of Franconia and Easton and with the very helpful partici- 
pation of the staff of the North Country Council we jointly held meetings 
with a gentleman from Bethlehem who has a disposal site which has been 
approved by the state and is in the business of transporting and disposing 
of solid waste. In very broad terms the tentative arrangement is this: 


A collection site will be prepared at the present Franconia town dump 
site. It will consist of collection boxes into which our waste will be 
dumped. Periodically the boxes will be emptied into a compactor truck 
and taken to the site in Bethlehem for burial in a landfill dump. The 
Franconia collection site will have limited access and limited hours and 
will have to have an attendent on duty when open. Once the site is in 
operation our present site in Sugar Hill will be closed to further disposal 
and reclaimed. A collection site cannot be maintained in each town 
without a very large increase in cost as it will be mandatory to have an 
attendant on duty to avoid fire and health hazard conditions. There are 
still a great many details to be worked out but we are waiting to do that 
after we find out if the towns approve the plan and fund it. Since we have 
been unsuccessful in finding a suitable disposal site in any of the three 
towns we do not have an alternative plan and if this plan should get shot 
down in flames at the annual meeting we plan to “cry a lot.” 


“Why do we need a new fire truck? We already have four.” “What’s 
the matter with the ones you've got?” “Where can you put it when you 
only have room for four?” “Will it lower our insurance rates?” “Will 
it increase our taxes?” “Isn’t it really just a shiny new toy for the members 
of that closed club, the fire department, to show off in?” These are just 
a few of the questions we have been hearing lately. 


We refer you to Section II, paragraph 2, of the report of the Fire 
Department Study Committee, dated January 14, 1974 which was printed 
in the Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1973: “As you 
know, the department currently has an antique 1939 Ford support vehicle, 
a 1954 Dodge 4x4, a 1952 Chevrolet pumper and a 1962 International. 
Even with improved maintenance the three older trucks cannot be 
depended on and the certification of the International expires in three 
years, therefore, we see a definite need in the very near future of ac- 
quiring a primary attack unit or at least a heavy duty pumper Wht a 
good supply of hose.” : 


Paragraph 3, detailed the needs for a new fire station and we herewith 
reprint the last paragraph: “Being appraised of the needs of the Fire 
Department, particularly in terms of equipment and a station, we would 
recommend that the selectmen seriously consider, or at least study the 
feasibility of acquiring a new primary apparatus and the construction 
and financing of a new fire station.” 


You will recall that the warrant for the annual meeting of 4 March, 
1975, contained in the annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1974 had two articles relating to the above quoted report of the Fire 
Department Study Committee. Article 3, which authorized construction 
of a new fire station at a cost of $75,000. was passed by a wide margin 
of the voters. Article 4, which would have authorized purchase of a new 
fire truck for $35,000. ($22,500 of which would have been borrowed) was 
withdrawn by the Fire Department. 


Since that time the 1939 Ford truck has been replaced by a 1968 
Chevrolet Van, at no cost to the town. The Dodge 4x4, on loan from the 
State Forestry Department, has been replaced by a ten-wheeler tanker, 
on loan from the Forestry Department, again at no cost to the town. 


With one minor exception the study committee report is as valid today 
as it was three years ago. The exception being that there is no certi- 
fication to expire on the International as the rules of the game have 
been changed and fire departments are evaluated as a whole rather than 
by individual pieces of equipment. So, contrary to any rumor you may 
have heard, it is NOT necessary to purchase this piece of apparatus to 
keep our present insurance rates for the immediate future. Nor will it 
decrease our rates if we do purchase it. 


In answer to the question of increased taxes we would say first that 
we don’t think the question is relevant to the need for a new truck. A 
more direct answer can be either yes or no depending entirely on your 
point of view. Certainly it costs more to buy something than not to buy 
it and since most of our revenue is derived from taxes the cost of a new 
fire truck will, ultimately, be paid for by taxes. “IT” will increase our 
taxes if we spend, overall, more money than before, but “IT” will not 
increase our taxes if we spend less than before. By “IT” we refer to any 
item in the budget rather to any one specific item. You will notice that 
we are proposing to borrow less or about the same as we were proposing 
to borrow to purchase essentially the same fire truck in 1975 although 
the cost has gone from $35,000. to somewhere in the vicinity of $59,000. 


Why we need it was pretty well outlined by the study committee 3 
years ago. To their reasons we can add the fact that the Chevrolet is 
hopelessly inadequate to our needs for a secondary vehicle. The heavy 
repairs to the International in 1976 place serious doubts upon its future 
reliability as a primary attack vehicle. Which lends us to strongly 
recommend that a new fire truck be purchased to be used as a primary 
attack vehicle, the International be relegated to secondary status and 
the Chevrolet be eliminated. 


What about the question of the shiny new toy for the closed club 
members to show off in? We considered an answer which made some 
reference to horses and fertilizer but thought better of it. It’s just too 
silly to answer. 


According to our calculations if the entire budget is adopted as pro- 
posed by the selectmen the net result should be a small decrease in the 
amount to be raised by taxation, somewhere on the order of 5 to 10%. 
Buy with us and save! Sorry but we don’t accept credit cards or give 
green stamps.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Through the generosity of the White Mountain Garden Club, the 
Richardson Memorial Library is building a fine collection of books on 
gardening and flower arrangements as well as receiving a magazine 
“Flower and Garden”, northern edition, which covers subjects of interest 
to the gardener on a seasonal basis. 


Patrons also have found helpful books on handicrafts, and outdoor 
activities such as backpacking, hockey, skiing and the care of horses 
which the library has in its collection. 


It is regretted that not as many children used the library this year 
as last but a few families who were avid readers moved away so this may 
account for the drop in juvenile circulation. However, the library continues 
to lend books to Crapo Memorial School in the winter and looks forward 
with anticipation to the spring when the children can visit and select 
their own books. During 1976 there was a story hour for the school 
children after they selected their books. 


With the advice of Miss Cynthia Miller, State Library consultant, more 
books were weeded from the shelves (books that were out-dated or had 
not been checked out in more than five years) in order to make room for 
in-coming books. After this was done a book sale was held, and books 
not sold were donated to the AAUW annual book sale. The librarian and 
trustees then rearranged the bookshelves so the library presents a more 
attractive appearance. 


Each year the library has a project to keep the building in good repair. 
This year a bookcase was added to the children’s section, the back work- 
room was painted, and the floor refinished. The furnace room was cleaned 
out and bookshelves placed there for older books which the library does 
not wish to discard. A new sign was given by George Blackwell and hung 
outside. 


During the year there was an exhibit of reference books, Bicentennial 
books, Christmas selections, a 4-H exhibit and also, through the courtesy 
of Rev. Virgil Coffin, his collection of Political campaign buttons were 
displayed. The Willing Workers donated “Drama on the Connecticut” by 
Robert E. Pike in memory of Enzo Serafini. 


Shut-ins are reminded that books may be delivered to the home upon 
request. Special non-fiction books and articles are available through the 
State Library if our library does not have what is needed. 


The library wishes to thank its friends who have donated books, time 
and money in furthering its work. More books were obtained this year 
but due to donations the cost decreased to the library. Appreciation is 
also extended to the Bookmobile for its loan of books and records for 
adults and children. 
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The librarian wishes to voice her appreciation for the support of the 
Trustees in the work of the library. Suggestions are welcome for 
improvement of library service to its patrons.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1976 


1976 was an exceptional year from the Police Department’s point of 
view. The crime rate hit its alltime low in about ten years. There is only 
one thing better than a low crime rate and that is no crime at all. This 
is our goal for 1977. 


The motor vehicle accident rate remained stable even though there 
was a record amount of traffic during our Bicentennial Year of 1976. 
Once again we are very happy to report a fatality-free year. Prevention 
can only be made successful by being out there to meet the problem on 
the streets where the problems exist. During 1976 we put an additional 
amount of manpower on patrol work which, in our opinion proved to be 
beneficial to the Town. We hope for more of an increase during 1977. 


During 1976 there were a couple of additions made to the Department, 
one of them being a Police Motorcycle the purchase of which was made 
possible through the assistance of the New Hampshire Highway Safety 
Agency. The motorcycle has proved to be an extremely effective aid in 
traffic enforcement as well as in making property checks and general 
patrol work. Even with the increased patrol in 1976 we used about 600 
fewer gallons of gasoline, due mainly to the favorably high gas mileage 
of the motorcycle. With energy sources an increasing problem we hope 
for even larger savings without having to reduce patrol activity. Making 
use of the motorcycle has made it possible to keep our first police cruiser 
in service for an extra year.

The second addition to the Department is a new riding companion in 
the cruiser whose name is “Tolerance”. He is a fully trained German 
Shepard, having received fifteen weeks of extensive training with the 
MDC Police in Washington, D.C. Included in his training was: search 
and rescue, building search for criminals, chase and capture of an es- 
caping felon, prisoner detention and obedience. The appearance of 
Tolerance on the rear seat of the cruiser is enough to make the worst 
rowdy want to make a big circle around Sugar Hill. If an outsider doesn’t 
wish to treat a man’s home as a castle then we don’t need that outsider. 
Tolerance was a gift to Chief Young from Chief John Ganley of the 
Salem, N.H. Police Department. In Chief Ganley’s words, “Tolerance 
is a hundred pound Shepard who thinks he is a 1200 pound grizzly bear.” 
Tolerance is a devoted animal who takes his job seriously to the point 
I believe he would die trying to protect your life and property. 


Sugar Hill is a small community of the finest people to be found any- 
where. The problems faced by the Police Department do not come from 
within Sugar Hill but from outside and therefore it is absolutely necessary 
to maintain the best possible working relationships with all other sur- 
rounding Police agencies. By knowing the persons with whom the other 
agencies are having problems, we are able to meet the problems at the 
front door and hopefully not allow the problem to go any further. We 
believe in the popular saying that “an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure”. 


With this closing thought I would like to thank all of the citizens who 
pitched in and gave us a hand in so many different ways and made it 
possible to knock down crime in Sugar Hill....If you see it, report it.

REPORT FROM THE SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Once again the Sugar Hill Fire Department has had a very busy year 
although thankfully not in the fighting of actual fires but in the studying 
and drilling of fire fighting procedures and fire prevention. 


The night duty program initiated last year during the winter months 
is again in effect this year. Although the fire department membership 
is down considerably, meaning each fireman has many more nights to 
spend at the station on fire call, the members were all willing to keep up 
this important program through the winter months of 1976-77. 


A special committee of firemen studying all phases and aspects of the 
acquisition of a new fire truck for Sugar Hill has met on the average of 
once a week since February of 1976. They have put in many long hours 
with truck company representatives and others in the field and have 
also traveled to several other towns to view and discuss the many and 
varied trucks available. The townspeople can be assured that if a new 
fire truck is in the future of Sugar Hill, that the best possible vehicle 
fitting Sugar Hill’s needs will be chosen. 


During Fire Prevention Week in October the department held another 
successful open house. We were very pleased with the attendance. An 
excellent film on liquified petroleum fires was shown throughout the day 
and a variety of fire extinguishers, ladders and smoke alarms were on 
display and for sale. These items are still on sale through the fire de- 
partment and may be ordered at any time. The door prize of a six pound 
fire extinquisher was won by a Sugar Hill resident, Mrs. Maxine Aldrich. 


You will be pleased to know that the Sugar Hill Fire Department 
acquired, at no cost, a government surplus tank truck through the State 
of New Hampshire. The tank holds 850 gallons of water. This was a 
badly needed vehicle and the department was very fortunate to have 
gotten it. 


The department has changed the regular monthly business meeting 
from Tuesday to Wednesday. During the winter months there will be 
two monthly meetings, one being a drill with our neighboring town of 
Franconia. We feel that a good and smooth working relationship with 
the Franconia Department will certainly be an asset to us both should 
an emergency fire situation arise.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN & DISTRICT CHIEF 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Department has recog- 
nized the fact that forest fire prevention and suppression is a joint state 
and town or city responsibility. Local authorities reeommend names of 
persons to the State Forester, who appoints one person as town or city 
fire warden and several other persons as town or city deputy fire wardens 
to a three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all outside fires, 
when the ground is not covered with snow, by issuing a written permit 
for kindling a fire. Permits are only issued at such times and in such 
places as the fire warden deems as sate. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire organization 
in modern forest fire prevention and suppression tactics. The State also 


provides backup personnel and equipment for suppression and prevention 
activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted in one of the 
smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the United States for the past 
20 years.
